The money market for the past week has 
been witnout much animation owing to the 
heavy shipments of gold. Call money loaned 
at6 per cent.and at 3 per cent. The aver- 
age forthe week being about 4% per cent. 
with renewals at 4%@5 per cent. Time 
money is in good demand, the rates being 
firmly held at 6 per cent. for 30 to 90 days, and 
6 per cent. for longer periods. 

Commercial paper is in fair demand and 
suppies are abundant and increasiag and of 
high quality. Rates are 6 per cent. for 60 to 90 
days indorsed bills receivable, 6@7 per cent. 
for 4 months acceptances, and 648 per cent. 
for good single names having 4 to 6 
months to run.

MINERAL OIL PROSPECTS. 


While there are many people en- 
gaged in the mineral lubricating oil 
trade, either as manufacturers or dis- 
tributers, who are thoroughly disap- 
pointed over the conditions of busi- 
ness as they exist at the present time 


and as they have existed since the be- 


ginning of the year, or even anearlier 
date, there are quite as many more 


who are well satisfied with the volume 
of trade, and with the amount of busi- 
ness they have done in the immediate 
past. Such people as these look upon 
the future of business in their line 
with the most sanguine expectations 
that their calculations of the probable 
amount of stock to go into consump- 
tion have not been over-estimated,and 
they would not be at all surprised if 
the demand exceeded the limits 
which they now have in mind. 

It is claimed by those who have 
made the properties of mineral lubri- 
cants a study that all things being 
equal they will receive the prefer- 
ence over any other class of lubri- 
cating oils, and the fact that they 
have supplanted those products of 
animal or vegetable origin which 
formerly held first place in the esteem 
of consumers is proof positive of the 
superior value of the mineral pro- 
ducts. 

The recent excessive advance in all 
vegetable and other oils, except min- 
ral, has given sellers of the latter 
an uuusual advantage, and they have 
thus been enabled to make still great- 
er inroads on the consuming trade. 
It is true that, while business shows 
a steady increase, in spite of the com- 
plaints of dull trade issuing from 
certain quarters, prices are far from 
being satisfactory, but there are indi- 
cations that the limit of the down- 
ward movement has been reached 
and that any change inthe near fu- 
ture is likely to be in an upward di- 
rection, 
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POSITION OF NITRATE OF SODA. 


The readers of the Reporter have 
been prepared by our market reports 
for a change in the situation of nit- 
rate of soda, which has ruled relative- 
ly high in price. A month ago, when 
reviewing the situation, we took oc- 
casion to say that unless detained by 
stress of weather, supplies then on 
the way would relieve the market and 
a change in price would naturally fol- 
low. It appears that the vessels due 
the present month have encountered 
exceptionally severe weather, and one 
of the fleet, the Cashmere with 15,000 
bags of nitrate, was compelled to put 
into Rio in distress. As itis probable 
that some of the other vessels, 
with cargoes of nitrate of soda 
also encountered the same storms, 
it is believed that they can not 
be expected to reach their destin- 
ation until next month. This makes 
serious inroads on the supply ashore 
and what was regarded nearly due. 
Another circumstance tending to 
strengthen the market and still 
further reduce the supply, was the 
shipment of 10,000 bags to Hamburg 
from this port, though the dis- 
tress of the Cashmere was not 
known at the time of this shipment. 
It will be seen from these conditions 
that the situation is remarkably 
strong and fully warrants the ad- 
vanced views of holders. The ship- 
ment to Hamburg was not due to any 
scarcity in that market, but was one 
of the means taken by local dealers 
or operators to strengthen the situa- 
tion. 

While the spot supply is light, 
and is likely to continue so for some 
time to come, for the reasons cited 
above, it is not believed that this 
alone will be sufficient to force mar- 
ket values to.an abnormally high 
point, as a considerable proportion of 





recent arrivals have gone direct to 
consumers, who are presumed to be 
well supplied. The demand, there- 
fore, is expected to be light and by 
no means favorable to speculative 
manipulation of present and immedi- 
ately prospective supplies. The ad- 
vance that has taken place, especially 
in shipments due during the next 
four months, is regarded as entirely 
legitimate, and no important reaction 
is looked for, nor is it thought likely 
that speculative operators will be 
able, or desirous, to secure control of 
visible supplies. 

Nitrate of soda has for years been 
a favorite article for speculative 
manipulation, and at times the visible 
supply has been held under control 
for the purpose of forcing up the 
price and thus securing an extrav- 
agant profit. The prospects now, 
however, appear to favor the belief 
that conditiens hereafter will be less 
favorable to speculative manipulation 
of this article. Heretofore all ship- 
ments of nitrate of soda have been 
by sailing vessels, whose voyages 
were liable to be protracted by reason 
of stress of weather, as in the case of 
the vessels reported as due this 
month, but hereafter, it is now 
authoritively stated, there will be 
regular communication with ports of 
shipment on the west coast of South 
America and the supply can_be 
regulated more accurately to meet 
the current requirement for consump- 
tion, and there will not then be the 
element of uncertainty to tempt 
efforts to corner the market. The 
first one of this regular line is due at 
this port in June. The time from 
Chili for sailing vessels is usually 
reckoned as ninety days. The time 
of the steamers will be about six 
weeks, 


IMPROVED GLASS TRADE PROS- 
PECTS. 


Itis held by those who are in a 
position to know that the window 
glass trade is at present in better 
shape than it has been for the past 
eight or nine years. The improve- 
ment in the situation is entirely due 
to a better understanding among the 
American manufacturers, and to the 
fact that the importers have agreed 
to nolonger disagree. Perhaps the 
improvement in market values would 
not have come so soon, had not the 
American manufacturers taken the 
initiative in the struggle to get beck 
a dollar for a dollar. At least that 
is what those who are posted,and who 
have watched recent developmerts 
closely, say. 

Ordinarily when a change in prices 
was to be made the American pro- 
ducers waited to see what the im- 
porters would do. This time they 
went ahead as though any action 
that might be taken by the 
importers was of the smallest pos- 
sible consequence. It is true they 
had not fully perfected their plans be- 
fore the importers, who have been 
working for months on various 
schemes that were intended to ad- 
vance the interests of their business, 
promulgated a plan to establish uni- 
form aud profitable prices. It is rea- 
sonable to assume, however, that the 
importers would not have come to 
the front with their scheme so soon 
had they not the assurance that the 
plans of the domestic makers were 
certain to succeed. 

The importers now have a plan, se- 
lected from a number proposed at 
the various meetings held with- 
in the past two months, which 
they think will positively prevent 
the cutting of prices in the future, 
but as all those who are parties to the 
agreement are sworn not to divulge 
the secret, itis of course impossible 
te get details of the plan at the pres- 








ent time. It has been stated, on 
good authority, however, that the 
scheme contemplates the scaling of 
prices in such a way that buyers of 
the largest quantity during the year, 
whether they take one case or one 
hundred ona single order, will al- 
ways be able to get the benefit of the 
lowest market quotation, while those 
who are known to have only a small 
outlet will be compelled to pay pro- 
portionate rates on whatever orders 
they turnin. By this process it is hoped 
to avoid the friction between buyer 
and seller, which has been one of the 
most prolific causes of cut prices in 
the past. 


But it is not alone on the strength 
of the understanding among them- 
selves that the importers look for 
satisfactory results during the spring 
season. Thereis evidence that they 
have entered into some sort of an 
agreement with American manufac- 
turers, through which they will be 
able to hold a certain part of the trade 
in Eastern markets, and possibly in 
other sections. The domestic mak- 
ers seem to have perfected their 
plans for controlling the output and 
prices for'glass in a manner that up 
to the present time has been consid- 
ered impossible. Some time since 
they appointed a committee to pre- 
sent plans to secure harmonious ac- 
tion among the various warring fac- 
tions. This committee had a number 
of interviews with the importers with 
the result already stated: From here 
they went to Boston, and after suc- 
cessfully laboring to convince the re- 
calcitrant dealers of the Hub of the 
fallaey of persisting in their attempts 
to upset the trade of the whole coun- 
try, they talked to the New Jersey, 
Philadelphia and Baltimore people 
with such effect that it can now be 
said that for the first time in many 
years the entire trade is working in 
harmony, and that, unless some 
one violates his obligation to main- 
tain prices, there is no reason why 
the manufacturers and importers 
should not have a profitable spring 
season. 
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MARCH PETROLEUM STATISTICS. 


The reports of the several pipe lines 
for the month of March, giving the 
statistics of runs, deliveries, stocks, 
ete., make an exhibit considerably 
less favorable to the bear interest 
than the trade was led to expect from 
the daily reports. The decrease in 
stocks during the month has been less 
than one-half of the amount expected 
while the runs have shown an in- 
crease not looked from the daily re- 
ports,nor from the field news. On the 
other hand the deliveries have been 
largely in excess of those during the 
preceding month. and the report, as a 
whole, has been a surprise to those 
who had based their calculation on 
the reports available before the close 
of the month. Compared with what 
was popularly expected the March re- 
port may be regarded as bullish in its 
tenor, but there has been no percepti- 
ble effect upon the speculative mar- 
ket for certificates. This is probably 
due to the prevailing belief that 


as the reports from the fields 
have latterly been unfavorable 
the present month will develop 


a change, especiallly in view 
of the fact that the demand for the 
products, both at home and abroad, 
continues unusually active for the 
season. It cannot now be said that 
the statistical situation is entirely 
ignored, as has been the case in times 
past, but the indications as outlined 
by the reports from the fields are re- 
garded as more important, especially 
as outlining the probable future con- 
ditions. 

The runs during March reached a 
total of 2,714,539 barrels, which ia au

Reports from Girgenti, Sicily, an- 
nounce that about 10,000 quintals of 
sulphur lying outside the Solfatare 
works, between Girgenti and Fanara, 
have been destroyed by fire. The 
crops for a distance of several kilo- 
meters have been injured by the 
fumes. The fire lasted three days. 
The value of the sulphur destroyed is 
at least 50,000 francs. 

A German process for producing mar- 
ble or stone grained glass plates has 
recently been patented. The method 
adopted is to blow pulverized colored 
glass flux upon the surface of a soft 
ened plate of glass. This plate is 
then exposed to furnace heat where- 
by the flux is disposed into irregu- 
larly grained figures, forming an im- 
itation of marble, granite or other 
stone. 

There is a contest between the 
druggists and liquor dealers before 
tne New York Legislature. A bill be 
fore the Senate had been tampered 
with after passing the House. by 
which druggists were to be deprived 
of the privilege of securing licenses. 
The fraud was discovered in time, 
but the liquor dealers are determined 
to defeat the provision in the original 
bill by fair means or foul.

The total deliveries 
during March reached a total of 
2,840,448 barrels, which is the largest 
amount ever delivered in that month 
and exceeds the February deliveries 
by 267,713 barrels, Compared with the 
deliveries during March last year 
there is shown an increase of 
$06,229 barrels. The March deliveries 
‘also show an increase of about 450,000 
barrels over the average monthly de- 
liveries in 1892. The net stocks at 
the close of the month amounted to 
16,517,696 barrels, which shows a de- 
crease during the month of 119,382 
barrels. The decrease since the 
opening of the year is 877,693 barrels, 
or an average of 292,564 barrels, and 
shows the decrease during March to 
have been considerably less than one- 
half of the average for the three 
months. 

The report of the Buckeye Pipe 
Line Company, giving the statistics 
of Ohio oil, shows an increase in both 
runs and deliveries and a decrease in 
stocks. The runs reached a total of 
1,163,641 barrels, which is an increase 
of 188,697 barrels, and is an increase 
of about 100,000 barrels over the aver- 
age of the three months of the 
present year. The deliveries during 
March amounted to 1,390,646 barrels, 
which is an increase of 120,051 bar- 
rels. The deliveries have varied but 
little for some months and those for 
March ate about the same as the 
average of the twelve months of 1892. 
The total net stocks at the close of 
the month were 17,877,265 barrels, 
which shows a decrease during the 
mouth of 182,581 barrels. The de- 
crease since the beginning of the 
year amounts to 727,177 barrels.

Outlook for Mineral Lubricauts, 


Although many people complain of 
the continued dullness of trade in 
mineral lubricating oils, there is a 
considerable number that expresses 
satisfaction with the condition of 
affairs as they exist and as they have 
existed since the beginning of theyear, 
The chief cause of dissatisfaction is the 
very low prices that have prevailed for 
some time past as a result of exces- 
sive competition, but even that stum- 
bling block in the road to prosperity 
is, itis claimed, likely to be removed 
now that there is a better understand- 
ing among distributers. 

Mr. E. T. Bedford, of Messrs. 
Thompson & Bedford, was asked by a 
Reporter representative to give his 
opinion on the prospects of business 
in the season on which the trade is 
just entering. He said: “The sale 
of mineral lubricating oils is greater 
to-day than at any time in the history 
of the business. The increased de- 
mand is undoubtedly due totheim- 
provement in quality, which induces 
buyers to give them the preference 
over all other lubricants. The fact 
that mineral lubricating oils do not 


-gum and that they are free from the 


danger of spontaneous combustion 
are decided points in their favor, With 
these wellrecognized advantages it is 
not strange that they should have 
supplanted all other lubricating oils. 
The low prices at which they are 
sold, in connection with their other 
recommendations, commend them to 
the consumer,” 
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Regarding the paraffine wax indus 
try. Mr, Bedford remarked that the 
American producers have established 
a@ low range of values and now having 
no arrangement with the Scotch shale 
os are able to sell at prices 

ased on the actual cost of produc- 
tion in this country. ‘‘These prices 
the Scotch claim are much less than 
their cost by about one cent a pound,” 
continued Mr. Bedford, ‘‘and these 
low prices have led to a very large 
consumption of American wax by 
candie makers in all parts of the 
world, If they should result in a de 
creased production in Europe, the 
American manufacturers will boina 
position to make up the difference.” 

Mr. John E. Borne, of the Borne- 
Scrymser Co., eaid: ‘The outlook, I 
think, is about as good as it ever was 
at this season. The number cf indus- 
tries using mineral lubricating oils is 
increasiug, and consequently the vol- 
ume of business in this line of trade 

_ is steadily growing. ‘The only disa 
greeable feature connected with the 
business is the narrowing down of 
profits, but that is not peculiar to the 
oil trade We meet it in everv 
-branch of industry. While many 
dealers report a dull trade, J 
cannot say that that has been 
our experience. We find the de 
mand fully up to the average. The 
low prices are due to competition, but 
is not so much the result of compe 
tition among manufacturers as to 
that which has been engeudered by 
conditions existing in the distributing 
markets. That also js not a distinct- 
ive peculiarity of the oil business. 
Prices seem to have gone down as 
low as itis possibie for a decline to 
continue, and any further change is 
likely to be in an upward direction.” 

Mr. H. Godsbalil, manager of the 
New York department of Crew, Le 
vick & Co., said: “The mineral oil 
trade, generally. has been dull, but 
orders for smaller quantities have 
been coming in freely of late. Ten 
days ago the market for illuminating 
oils was rather weak and a consider. 
able quantity of stock was sold at ex- 
ceptionlly low prices, but now the 
feeling is stronger as the cheap 
sellers have disposed of all they could 
afford to release at low figures. Black 
o'ls are slightiy firmer, but the sprin 
demand has not yet set in. I thin 
the coming summer will see higher 

rices all around, because the chief 
actors in the business who have 
been striving to make a certain point 
have succeeded, and will naturalty be 
disposed to take every advantage of 
their position. I understand that 
some of the western manufacturers 
have shut down owing to the un- 
profitable prices obtained for lubri- 
cating oils, and that others are hold. 
ing back their stock in anticipation 
of a better market.”

A letter from Charles Richardson of 
the Boston club was read, relating to 
the action of the club on the move 
ment to secure the organization of a 
Department of Commerce. 

President Garner presented for con- 
sideration the Credit Bureau. Mr. 
Lucas spoke io behalf of the Execu 
tive Committee, highly commending 
the Bureau and the work it had ac- 
complished. 

Secretary Templeton gave some in- 
formation as to the working of the 
Bureau and called the attention of the 


members to the fact that its benefits 
depended largely upon the co-opera- 
tion of the members. He stated that 
during the four years the bureau had 
been in existence claims to the 
amount of over $71,000 bad been 
in its care, of which over 
$7,900 had been collected. When it 
is considered that these were what 
were regarded us “bad debts,’ the 
showing was exceptionally good. 
These claims came from only thirty- 
five members. The membersbip costs 
only $10 per year and is worth mauy 
times that sum to any firm doing a 
large business, The sscretary pro 
nounced the plan of the bureau the 
simplest and most effective ever de- 
vised by business men. 

Mr. Meiz said the Bureau had 
proved a success and he had never 
heard anything urged against it or 
its workings, but he noticed there 
had been a flagging of interest and 
urged the members of the club to en- 
roll themselves as supporters of the 
Bureau as it would prove of benefit to 
them many times excseding the nom- 
inalexpense. He moved that a com- 
mittee be appointed who should 
make special efforts to increase the 
membership of the Bureau. 

A letter was received from Messrs. 
Bioney & Smith on the abuses in the 
sule of lamp black, being the same 
that had previously been presented 
in the meeting of the Boston Club and 
appears in our account of that meet- 
ing on another page of this issue of 
the REPORTER. 

Mr. Smith spoke in explanation of 
the movement for reform and gave 
an interesting sketch of the lamp- 
black industry, showing how the 
abuse became grafted on our trade.

Dr. Drummond then showed stere- 
optican views of many of the plants, 
and insects from which dyes and col- 
ors are derived, giving a description 
of the same, their habitat, etc., and 
also showed the wonders developed 
by the polariscope, using thin sheets 
of selenite to illustrate his remarks. 

A vote of thanks was tendered 
Dr. Drummond for his instructive 
lecture and illustrations.

Full Weight Lampblack. 


The manufacturers of lampblack 
in this country have unanimously 
agreed that it is high time a reform 
was inaugurated in the puttic> up 
and selling lamp black and::~°> re- 
solved to hereafter put up{al. *:iz ht 
packages only. To ascerts.< the 
wishes of the distributing trade on 
the subject the following has been 
circulated for sixnatures, and every 
firm to whom it has been presented 
up to the present date, unhesitatingly 
signed the same, the names of those 
signing being appended: 

The practice of putting up what are 
known to the trade as “Oount” or 





“Ordinary” lamp blacke—that is, 
short weight packages containing 
from eight to fourteen ources each 
and sold by count as “wholes,” 
“halves,” etc., needs only to be men 
tioned to be eondemned, if for no 
other reason than for the opportuni 
ties it poses for misunderstanding 
and abuse, Certainly, a practice so 
antiquated as this, originating years 
ago with the dealers in London, who 
bought the soot collected by the 
chimney sweeps of that city and 
packed it in paper bags. and reselling 
it to the trade as “London Smoke’ at 
so much a package, has nothing in i' 
to recommend it to the progressive 
mind of the present day. Crudein 
its inception, unbusineeslike in it 
character, there is no question that 
its discontinuance may be reasonably 
demanded. 

Knowing that many of the manu- 
facturers are desirous of improving 
the system, yet hesitute to attempt 
7 apy arbitrary means to effect 
changes that may not meet the ap 
proval of their patrons, we, as deal- 
ers, herewith wish to give expression 
to the opinion that its discontinuance 
is much to be desired, and to the be-’ 
lief that it would meet with the cor 
dial approval of a large majority of 
the trade. It would be a move in the 
right direction. aud as such is to ve 
encouraged. We trust this expres- 
sion of opinion herewith given will 
strengthen the manufacturers in the 
belief that they can undertuke the re 
form with a full assurance of the sup 
port of those who mutually. with 
themeelves, have an interest in its ac 
complishment.

The chair then introduced the 
speaker of the evening, H. W. Chaplin, 
Esq., who prefaced his speech with, by 
far, the most spontaneously humor- 
ous prelude which the club haslisten- 
ed tofur many moons.

The following communication was 
read from Bioney & Smith, New 
York City; 

New York, March 21, 1893. 
J. W. Hoffman Esq. secretary New 
England Paint and Oil Club: 

We have long felt that a desirable 
reform could be effected by the 
abolition of what is known to both 
manufacturers aud buyers of lamp- 
black as *‘count” or ordinary black. 
[t is well known to the largest 
buyers in the trade that this is a 
short weight package which is 
termed by the manufacturers of lamp 
black a ‘‘whole’* and which weighs 
anywhere from 8 to 14 ozs, to the 
package. There is, however, no 
standard of weight or size, thus en- 
abling the manufacturer and dealer 
to offer at an apparently low price, 
what purporte to be a pound of black; 
but whicti by actual weight contains 
much less. The opportunities for 
mistake, deceit or fraud are obvious, 
to the univitiated perplexing. and to 
the honest dealeroffensive. The sys- 
tem had its origin in London many 
years ago, the sweeps of that city, 
who collected the soot from chimneys, 
selling it to those who put it up in 
paper bags, the black thus put up 
being sold to the trade at 80 mucha 
package under the nameof “London 
smoke.”’ bh tcogpe'y mena | the earlier 
manufacturers of lamp black in this 
country were obliged to follow suit 
to enable them ‘o meet the foreign 
competition, and in this way the 
pseudo short weight package from 
the old country was grafted upon the 
new,and bas been the cause of in- 
finite mischief and complaint to the 
honest manufacturer and dealer ever 
since. It is with a view to abolishing 
this “relic of barbarism” that we as- 
sume the liberty of addressing you 
and through you, the members of 
your club and the trade in your lo- 
eslity. For we recognize the inutility 
of trying to effect reforms without the 
aid of public sentiment to sustain us, 
We therefore ask you before taking 
any specific action ourselves, to as- 
certain in such manner as you may 
deem most advisable whether by 
private interview or by publicly 
placing the matter before your club, 
what may be the concensus of 
opinion in your city on this sub- 
ject. We are assured of the 
co-operation of other manufacturers 
of lampblack, and if we can have the 
aid of the trade throughout the coun- 
try we believe the reform can be 
readily effected at an early date. As 
members of the Oil, Paint and Var- 
nish Club of this city, we purpose at 
the next meeting to personally bring 
the subject matter of this letter up 
for the careful consideration of the 
members. As we take it that the rec 
tifying of evils and abuses that have 
crept into our commercial life is one 
of the primary reasons that has 
brought trade organizations into 
being, we look to you for co-opera- 
tion and suppor:, and would ask you 
to give the matter the attention it 
warrants, advising us of the result at 
an early date.

Mr. Gould moved that it was the 
sense of the club that lampblack be 
sold at the gross weight named on 
the package, which was carried, 

The following subject had been 
presented by the National Paint, Oil 
and Varnish Association, for discus- 
sion: “Is the expense of issuing color 
cards, and other advertising matter, 
justified by the returns received ?” 

“Is not this trade feature practiced 
to an unnecessary extent, and is it 
business policy or practicable to dis- 
pense with or modify the custom ?”” 

Mr. Strauss thought that the Octo- 
ber meeting, the one just precedin 
the National Convention to be hel 
in Oincinnati, would be the proper 
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time for this subject to come up, ata 
time when the delegates would be in- 
structed; and by a unanimous vote 
it was laid on the table until that 
time. 

Mr. Wheeler moved that some pro- 
vision be made for a midsummer 
outing. 

Mr. Strauss seconded Mr. Wheeler’s 
motion and spoke in favor of it. The 
subject was discussed by Messrs. 
Morton, Gould, Carpenter, Pratt and 
others, andit was decided to havea 
midsummer outing to some resort 
near Boston, and the details were left 
with a committee. 

The meeting then adjourned.

Recent Appraisers’ Decisions. 


CADMIUM YELLOW. 


In the matter of the protest of the 
Roessler & Hasslacher Chemical Com- 

any, against the decision of the col- 
ector of customs at New York as to 
the rate and amount of duties charge- 
able on certain cadmium yellow, im- 
ported September 22 and October 10, 
1892, the following is the opinion by 
General Appraiser Wilkinson: 

The merchandise is invoiced as, 
and is returned by the appraiser as, 
cadmium yellow. It was assessed for 
duty as a color at 25 per cent., and is 
claimed to be exempt from duty as 
cadmium under paragraph 525, N. T. 

We find that the merchandise is 
cadmium yellow. According to the 
“Century Dictionary,’’ cadmium yel- 
low is a pigment prepared by precipi- 
tating a solution of sulphate of cad- 
mium with sulphureted hydrogen, 
forming sulphide of cadmium. The 
article is, consequently, somethin 
more than the metal cadmium, an 
the protest is overruled. 





MINERAL WHITE; NOT PLASTER OF PARIS, 
GROUND. 


In the matter of the protest of John 
Bromley & Sons, ayainst the decision 
of the collector of customs at Phila- 
delphia as to the rate and amount of 
duties chargeable on certain mineral 
white, imported October 6, 1892, the 
following is the opinion by General 
Appraiser Wilkinson : 

he merchandise is a fine white 
powder, invoiced as ‘“‘mineral white.”’ 
It was assessed for duty at 20 per 
cent. under section 4, N.T., and is 
claimed to be dutiable at $1 per ton, 
as ‘plaster of paris, ground, under 
paragraph 97. 

According to an analysis made by 
the United States laboratory at this 
port, the article is composed of corn 
starch, 7°10 per cent., and dihydrated 
calcium sulphate, 92°90 per cent. 

We find upon this analysis that the 
merchandise is not plaster of paris, 
ground, and the protest is overruled 
accordingly. 





CHLORIDE OF MAGNESIUM, 


In the matter of the protest of East- 
wood & Oo., against the decision of 
the coliector of customs at Boston as 
to the rate and amount of duties 
chargeable on certain chloride of 
magnesium, imported October 18, 
1892, the following is the opinion by 
General Appraiser Wilkinson: 

The appellants and the appraiser 
concur in the statement that the mer- 
chandise is chloride of magnesium. 
It was assessed for duty as a chemi- 
cal salt, and is claimed to be exempt 
from duty either as magnesium, as 
muriate of potash, or as kieserite. 

Magnesium differs from the article 
in question being a metal obtained 
from magnesia; muriate of potash 
is distinct from chloride of magne- 
sium,and kieserite is a saline min- 
eral composed of monohyurated sul- 
phate of magnesia in smali micro- 
#copic needles, 

We find that chloride of magnesium 
is a chemical salt, and hold that it is 
not provided for in the free list. 

The protest is overruled accord- 


ngly. 





TOILET SOAPS, MEDICATED. 


In the matter of the protest of Dr. 
D. Saladino, against the decision of 
the collector of customs at New York 
as to the rate and amount of duties 
chargeable on certain soap, imported 
July 25, 1892, the following is the 
opinion by General Appraiser Lunt: 

We find that 1, Mr. D. Saladinoim- 
posed into the port of New York, 

uly 25, 1892, a quantity of soap, 
which was assessed for duty at 16 
cents per pound as toilet soap under 
paragraph 79, N. T., and is claimed 
in the protest to be dutiable at 20 per 
cent. ad valorem as “‘other soaps pro- 
vided for in said paragraph, and not 


8 toilet soap.” 


2. The official sample, which is like 
that produced by the importer, is a 
cake of yellowish-colored soap, hav- 
ing a delicate perfume, and stamped 
on one side ‘“Sapone . Della 
Regina” (Queen's soap), and on 
the other side with the head 
of a female, crowned. The cake 
is about 2% inches long and half 
an inch thick, wrapped in pink tinted 
paper with an ornamented outside 
wrapper, upon which is printed a 
statement in Italian to the effect that 
this soap is the best toilet soap hav- 
ing antisceptic qualities, and desig- 
nated for the hygiene of the skin. 

8. That said soap is toilet soap. 

It appears to the board that the 
toilet soaps mentioned in paragraph 
79 are such soaps, other than castile 
soaps, as are specially adapted for 
use upon the person as opposed to 


laundry purposes and use in the 
arts. Some are perfumed and have 
in their composition substances 


claimed to be medicinal and bene- 
ficial to the skin, and is known as 
medicated toilet soap, to which class 
the merchandise covered by this pro- 
— The protest is over- 
ruled.

The New Canadian Petroleum Act. 


Below we print the new bill whick 
is to amend the petroleum inspectior 
act, as passed by the last session of 
the Oanadian Parliament, and whict 
goes into operation on the first of 
July next, 

An Act further to Amend the Petro 

leum Inspection Act. 

Her Majesty, by and with the advic« 
and consent of the Senate anc 
House of Commons of Canada 
enacts as follows: 

1. The paragraph lettered (@) of sec 
tion two of the Petroleum Inspectior 
Act, chapter one hundred and two o: 
the Revised Statutes, is hereby re 
pealed and the following substitutec 
therefor: 

“(a) The expression ‘“package’ 
means and includes any cask, can 
jar or bottle into which any fluid re 

erred to in this Act is put for the 

purpose of being stored, or of beings 
removed from one place to another 

or for delivery to any purchaser 0) 

consumer.” 

2. The paragraphs lettered (g) anc

Act are hereby repealed and the fol 
lowing substituted therefor:

British Imports of Petroleum. 


Now that the returns from every 
part of the kingdom are completed, it 
appears that the aggregate supply of 
petroleum oil last year equalled 2,518, - 
689 barrels, which was, without doubt, 
the largest ever known. The separate 
quantities landed or received at differ- 
ent places in the country, as compared 
with those in 1891, were as under:

From the above details it is plainly 
evident tnat London receives about 
double the quantity « f oil tnat goes into 
Liverpool, which in its turn has twice 
as Many consignments as Bristol, and 
that port has nearly as much ojlagain 
as what flods its way into Hull. he 
other places enumerated show that 
the article is well distributed through- 
out the kingdom, and prove that 
burning oils are most extensively used 
by us for home consumption. It is 
also interesting to notice the propor- 
tions of American and Russian oil 
imported into London and the out- 
ports, supplies of the former being as 
two to ove in comparison with the 
latter, and sufficiently explain how it 
is that prices of petroleum oil for a 
long time past have been beaten down 
to an unprecedentedly low point, say 
4d per gallon, in extreme cases. In 
the arrivals of the American product 
there has been no serious falling off 
since 1884, but they have, on the 
whole, been argumenting steadily; 
and although from Russia they rapidly 
increased after the yeur 1887 had ex- 
pired, the importations from that 
quarter alone during 1892 were 48,113 
barrels lizbter than in 1891, as the 
subjoined statistics clearly indicate, 
viz:

The Industrial Uses of Sodium Silicate. 


About two months since we gave in 
these columns an outline of the manu- 
facture of sodium silicate. We now 
propose to deal with sme of the ways 
in which this article may be applied 
in use. Besides the principal use of 
silicate of soda in the manufacture of 
cheap soaps, there ure many purposes 
for which its employment is found to 
be advantageous or even indespens- 
able. It may be of interest to briefly 
enumerate a few of the more impor- 
tant ones; some are still kept secret 
by manufacturers. Silicate of soda, 
combining the properties of caustic 
alkali and soap, is well adapted to be 
used either by itself or in connection 
with other detergent materials for 
cleansing all kinds of articles where 
the action of caustic soda is too keen, 
or that of carbonate of soda or soap 
not strong enough. Thus itis found 
to be extremely use*ul in cleaning 
greasy materials. Several of the con- 
tinental railway companies, for in- 
stance, are able by the use of silicate 
of soda, to recover their dirty cotton- 
waste no less than twelve times, whilst 
formerly (when caustic soda was em- 
ployed) this could only be done two or 
three times. This fact proves. that 
the strength of vegetable fibre is not 
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has often wasted time and material in trying to obtain a shade ot color, andéhas 
even resorted to the use of ready mixed paints, the ingredients of which he knew nothing

impaired in any material degree by 
treatment with the agent in question. 

Very favorable results have also 
been obtained with silicate of soda as 
a substitute for caustic soda in the 
manufacture of paper, especially in 
the bleaching ofjute and hemp waste; 
it has furthermore been successfully 
employed in connection with the pro- 
cess of sizing and waterproofing paper 
(wall papers, etc), as well as a substi- 
tute for china clay. 

This silicate is also a fixing agent 
for alumina and other mordants on 
cotten, while it is said to be unequall 
ed as a sizing for cotton thread incot- 
ton mills for preparing stock for the 
loom. 

Its use for rendering textile fabrics 
incombustible is well known, and has 
extented over a period of nearly 3u 
years. 

Large quantities are consumed in 
the manufacture of artificial stones, 
of enamels, and paints. The so called 
silicated paints contain silicate of soda 
as a principal ingredient. 

It is found useful io building con- 
struction for rendering timber fire- 
proof and walls waterproof or air 
tight. 

its uses in chemical worksare num 
erous. Thus it is employed for soak- 
ing bricks when it is desirable to pre 
vent diffusion, for painting steam pipe 
coverings, and thereby dispensing 
with canvas covering. 

Asbestos mixed with silicate ofsoda 
forms an excellent non-conducting 
material, especially adapted for 
jacketed pans, retorts, etc. 

It may be used by itself or in con- 
nection with other materials as a 
cement for stone, glass, porcelain, 
marble, etc., and for attaching labels 
to metal surfaces, Oertain kinds of 
cements owe their hardening proper- 
ties to the presence of silicate of soda. 

Silicate of soda is the only material 
from which pure hydrated silica may 
be prepared, such as is required in 
some processes for bleaching oils. 
For this hydrated silica probably 
many uses will be found as the result 
of further experiments.

At the outset I wish to disclaim any 
intention on my part of bringing any- 
thing new befure you. But having 
been asked to say something about 
glycerin—with the manufacture of 
which I am connected—I thought I 
might perhaps supplement the re- 
marks made last year 4 Mr. Siebold 
and several other gentlemen in the 
discussion following Mr. Siebold’s

- This will be done mostly from the 
manufacturer’s point of view,7s man- 
ufacturing processes cannot be sup- 
posed to be generally known, and it 
is not at all unlikely that erroneous 
opinions may be current among 
those not conversant with practical 
processes used in chemical works. 

During the last year it has been re- 
peatedly stated that some samples 
ot glycerin destined for pharmaceu- 
tical purposes contained arsenic. a 
fact which was not unknown to man- 
ufacturers, but on which for very ob- 
vious reasons they did not care to 
enlighten the consumers, The arse- 
nic in the glycerin owes its existence 
only to the arsenic contained in the 
reagents used in the manufacturing 
process. ut t 
several gentiemen in last year’s dis- 
cussion, that glycerin purified by dis-

tillation would not be contaminated 
by this poisonous substance; al- 
though it is but fairto say that Mr. 
Allen had some doubts on it, still. in 
the concluding remarks it was dis- 
tinctly stated that arsenic could be re- 
moved by distillation. 

This is not so, as the simple fact 
will show that now all glycerin for 
pharmaceutical purposes is distilled, 
n*y, even donble distilled, glycerin. 
The times when glycerin was being 
prepared by other processes of refin- 
ing have gone by, and a glycerine 
which had not been purified by steam 
distillation would be unsalable for 
pharmaceutical purposes. 

But to remove every doubt I pre- 
pared the substance formed when ar- 
senious acid is dissolved in glycerin, 
a substance whick has been described 
by Schiff, and later on by Jackson, 
who apparently overlooked the earlier 
publication of Schiff. Thier substance 
is the arsenious ether of glycerin. 
AsO,(C;H,). On being heated to 250° 
C. it decomposes, while arseniureted 
hydrogen and other volatile arseni 
ous compounds distil over. At the 
fame temperature glyceoin distils 
also over, and it is quite evident, 
therefore, that any arsenic contained 
in glycerin will distil along with it. 
The experiments which I carried out 
could not show any other result. 

Arsenic cortained in glycerin can- 
not be removed by distillation, and to 
my knowledge there is no process 
known for completely freeing glycer- 
in from arsenic on a practical scale, 

Pure glycerin, free from arsenic. 
can therefore be obtained from such 
sources Only where reagents not con- 
taminated with arsenic are being 
used, Asit has been suggested last 
year that glycerin emanating from 
certain processes ought to be 
rinorously excluded by the Phar- 
macopeia, I may be _ allowed 
here to very briefly review from cur 
point of view the processes used for 
manufacturing glycerin. 
materials are exclusively fats and 
oils which yield on saponification or 
oe the glycerin as a by-pro 

uct. 

Glycerin free from arsenic will be 
obtained in those processes where the 
fats are hydrolyzed by means of 
water, whether it be used in the liq- 
uid state, under high pressure, or as 
superheated steam. The lime sapo- 
nilication, which is yet largely prac- 
ticed, especially in smaller works, 
will, as arule, also yield an arsenic- 
free glycerin. On the contrary, all 
glycerin coming from works where 
the sulphuric acid saponification is 
practiced will contain arsenic, as the 
glycerin will extract all the arsenic 
from the sulphuric acid. There is, 
however, no doubt that even such 
glycerin would be pure, as far as ar- 
senie is concerned, if sulphuric acid 
free from arsenic were used, as it may 
be prepared from the sulphur ob- 
tained by Chance’s process. 

There is consequently no doubt 
that there are sources from which one 
may easily obtain a pure glycerin. 
With a view to ascertain whether 
there are in commerce samples of 
glycerin absolutely free from arsenic 
—for in many works several processes 
are simultaneously used, and the 
glycerin will be mixed in the end—I 
exumined ten samples of glycerin 
coming from ten different works. As 
I wished to detect smallest traces, I 
used silver nitrate instead of mercuric 
bichloride. Three of the samples 
would have to be rejected, four sam- 
ples contained very small traces, which 
might be disregarded, while three

There is still another process for sa- 
ponifying fats and consequently man- 
ufacturing glycerin, practiced on a 
very large scale indeed—that which 
yields the soap lye glycerin. At last 

ear’s conference the glycerin derived 
rom that source was very badly 
treated and it was demanded that 
soap lye a ought to be entire- 
ly excluded from pharmacy. Unnec- 
essary precaution—up to now at least, 
for no chemically pure glycerin has 
been prepared hitherto from soap 
lees, owing to the difficulties incident 
to the purification of it. 

Being wishful to prove here that 
soap lye glycerin has afar worse rep- 
utation than it—or let me say some of 
it—deserves, I undertook during the 
last few weeks to prepare chemicallv 
pure glycerin from soap lees, not in 
the la eatery, but on alarge scale in 
the works. had to use such glycer- 
in as I just had at hand, and as this 
contained, owing to the impure re- 
agents, some arsenic, I had on start- 
ing to expect a glycerin containing 
traces of arsenic; but this is, from 
reasons pointed out above, only of 
secondary importance, as, on repeat-

As the 
British Pharmacopceia treats glycerin 
somewhat cursorily, I may be allowed 
to point out here one or two tests 
which will perhaps be found useful. 
The glycerine may contain organ- 
ic impurities. either fatty acids, etc., 
or socalled polyglycerols, under 
which nameI may summarize all those 
substances having a ~ ae’ boiling 
point than glycerin itself.

Fatty acids, as butyric acid, etce., 
and other organic impurities will be 
easily detected by testing with am- 
moriacal silver nitrate at ordinary 
temperature, which is recommended 
by the German Pharmacopoeia. 


It is required of a good glycerin | 


that it should not reduce the silver 
within 15 minutes. This test is far 
more delicate than that in which 
silver nitrate alone is used, as the 
mamufacturers of cosmetics do, who 
reject any glycerin which reduces 
silver nitrate in lessthan twenty-four 
hours, I think that the test with 
amnraoniacal silver nitate is a little 
too rigorous. as ammoniacal silver 
nitrate is easily reduced by glycerin 
at an elevated temperature; in fact, 
of all the glycerin samples I exam- 
inedi, there were only two (Contin- 
entzl ones) which fairly responded to 
this test, while all others would have 
to be rejected. Testing with nitrate of 
silver alone would perhaps be suffi- 
cient to show whether there are any 
silver nitrate-reducing substances 
in the glycerin. 

Under No. 68 of the blue list an 
answer is requested to the question 
how to estimate glycerol in pharma- 
ceutical preparations. I am afraid 
there is no satisfactory answer to that 
question, as we are not yetin posses- 
sion of sufficient quantitative ma- 
terial. Lately, two methods have 
been proposed for the estimation of

or glycerinum acidi gallici and glycer- 
inum aciditannici. Far such prep- 
arations it would ce required to have 
a method for completely transform- 
ing the glycerol into a weighable sub. 
stance, e. g., a tribromine derivative.

White Lead.—The storms which 
have prevailed throughout the coun- 
try during the past week have toa 
large extent restricted both inside 
and outdoor work. Oonsequently the 
demand for lead has not been 80 
urgent. Oorroders, however, report a 
good jobbing demand, though the 
orders for round lots of dry from 
grinders have not been so frequent as 
formerly. There is stiil sharp compe- 
tition among the corroders of the 
old and new process for the orders 
which are floating around the East, 
and by way of inducements to secure 
the orders it is said the “agents offered 
to take what stock they had on hand 
and give them of their own make 


2,100 tbs for every 2,000 fbs which the 
customer had.’’ Certainly this was a 
good trade for the customer. While 
lead in oil is held at 6%c and dry at 
6c, less the usual discounts, it is as- 
serted that concessions are being 
made in the latter to regular custom- 
ers, rather than have them send their 
orders to the West. There is no 
change in the position of the outside 
corroders, who all report a satisfac- 
tory trade at 6%c for lead in oil and 
5%c for dry, less the usual discounts, 
and an extra rebate of {c per pound, 
as to locality and competition. 1t ts 
reported that ‘‘new process” dry lead 
is being offered in the West at 5%c, 
less the usual discount of 2% per cent. 

Pig Lead.—The market has main- 
tained its strong position during the 
week, buyers, however, have only 
taken such lots as current wants re- 
quired. A few small sales were made 
at415c, but at the close sellers de- 
clined to shade 417%@4 20c as to 
seer. It Is reported that some 
lots of Spanish lead are expected to 
come forward, as at i rices it 
is claimed that foreign lead can be 
brought out at a profit. The Post, 
Boynton strong Co, of Chicago wire 
us as follows: arket has been very 
strong, with sales of some large lots 
at 3 90@3 95c.

Red Lead.—Beyond the usual de- 
mand incident to this period of the 
year, and this has been fairly good, 
there is not much to say in addition 
to our previous reports. Values re- 
main steady at 6%@7%e, less the 
usual discount, as to quantity and 
place of delivery. English is without 
special feature and is procurable at 
8% Oe, as to make and quantity. 

tharage.—There is no abatement 
in the demand from the glass. and 
rubber trades for this article. Even 
though competition is sharp in the 
West and prices are more or less cut, 
Eastern makers have been able to se- 
cure their share of the orders. Sales 
are reported of 50 tons at 54@6c less 
the usual discounts, as to quantity 
and place of delivery. The other 
grades are selling freely at 5%@7%e, 
as to grade and quantity.

Boston White Lead Situation. 
Boston, April 13, 1893. 


Tke report has gone forth into oth- 
er cities that there is considerable 
cutting of prices of white lead in Bos-. 
ton, butas near asI can find out, af- 
ter a good deal of inquiry and no lit- 
tle observation, there is no cutting of 
prices here, for the Trust has its own 
prices, which vary according to the 
exergencies of the occasion, while 
each dealer has his price as well, each 
selling lead as he sees fit, and as he 
thinks is for the interest and conven- 
ience of his customers. 

Another interesting feature about 
the white lead situation in Boston is 
that Lowell, Lawrence, Lynn and 
other cities in the vicinity of Bos- 
ton are non-delivery points. Not 
only these, but far, away down 
east cities like Lewiston, Belfast and 
Bangor have been elevated to that 
imposing prominence. 

his delivery business is one of the 
causes of a great deal of trouble here 
in Boston. There is no “‘cutting,’’ but 
I understand that there is plenty of 
lead sold at less than 6c per pound, 
but then this is not “cutting” the 
rice, because 6%c is the long price. 
hus it appears that there is really no 
“cutting” of prices on white lead in 
Boston, because there is no uniform 
rice. The white lead position in 
oston is worse to-day than it was 

ever known to be before.

The market closes 
rather firmer at 41@42c for choice 
crude, Off crude ranges from 3 to 30c as 
to quality. Prime summer yellow, 46@ 
47c with 48c bid for export. Summer 
white, 47%@52e as to quality. Seap 
stock 14%@i%ec. In their Jette: 2 
viewing the market Messrs. Hopkins, 
Dwight & Co, say: 

‘There has been very little encour- 
agement to holders of cotton seed oil 
during the past week. Some hope of 
steadiness was indulged in by the 
trade on account of some momentary 
strength in the lard market, but this 
strength proved to be only temporary 
and the result is that the week closes 
with the market depressed and lower 
for cottonseed oil. hile the statis- 
tical position of lard is such that 
there might be at any time a sharp 
advance in price forced by holders. 
yet this strength is to a certuin extent 
a weakness to the market, for it has 
prevented a good deal of trading 
which might otherwise have come 
into the market had the position 
been less in favor of high 

rices. The recent heavy decline 

as undoubtedly increased the 
speculative interest in the lard mar- 
ket and increased the short interest. 
This week, however, has shown a 
sufficient increase in the receipts of 
hogs to preventany confident buying, 
and the unstabie position of lard and 
the lower prices have not yet induced 
any free buying for consumption. 
The buyers of compound lard are also 
narrowing their wants and it is rarely 
alarge lot is taken forexport, The 
manufacturers of compound lard are 
therefore cautious buyers of the com- 
modities that enter into this produc- 
tion. Under these circumstances 
the cottonseed oil market has 
been exceedingly tame during the 
week, although prices have not 
fallen much because receipts have 
been small and therefore little pres- 
sure to sell, Prime crude has sold 
down to 41 cents and off crude to 30 
cents, and these prices are bid at the 
close of the week. There is no gen- 
eral buying, but a little prime S Y 
has sold at 46 cents. It is possible to 
buy prime white at 49 cents. At this 
stage of the season buyers are 
very careful about the quality of 
oil and will only take prime 
oils after first testing the samples. 
There is yet no indication that 
Europe will call upon this country 
for supplies. Even white oil, for 
which 4 steady custom has been de- 
pended upon from abroad, is now lile- 
less, although its price is compara- 
tively cheap. One favorable feature 
observed this week has been some ex- 
port orders for steam lard, the first 
that have been here for some weeks. 
The only other favorable feature is 
that the stocks of oil in this country 
are comparatively small, and the mar- 
ket 1s therefore in a condition where 
any demand for oil would change de- 
cidedly the aspect of the market. We 
hear of some complaint about the 
scarcity of seed, and that planters 
have been afraid on account of the 
recent dry weather to plant cotton, ex-

Ceylon Oil.—A further advance is 
cabled in Ceylon, but it does not seem 
to be reflected here, and spot oil can 
still be purchased at 6c. For future 
shipments they are asking 64@6%ce, 
but no business is reported at these 
figures. An offer of 5%c was declined 
for 100 tons on the spot, though sev- 
eral sales of English oil was made at 
5 65@5 75c, as to quantity. Cochin 
oil is moving slowly at 690@7c for 
spot and at 6%c for shipment. 

Olive Oil.—The market remains 
very quiet, only the usual jobbing 
demand reported for spot goods at 
63@64c as to quantity, while for a 
handsome green quality 67%c is ask- 
ed, Shipments are dull and nominally 
held at 60c. A lot of 100 bbls was of- 
fered for shipment at 57%c without 
attracting buyers, Olive foots are 
poets on the spot at 6@6%c and 
or shipment May-June 6c is asked 
with 5%c bid and declined. 


Animal and Fish Olis. 
Cod Oil.—There is a very strong 
feeling pervading this market but 
even the great strength and the 


knowledge among consumers of the 
very small stock does not advance 


prices. This oil is, and has been for 
some time past recognized as the 
cheapest tanners’ oil on the market 
and from this standpoint if from no 
other should command a better 
position and more attention. The 
movement this week has been solely 
of a jobbing nature and only intended 
for immediate consumptive wants. 

Lard Oil.—The movement in this 
product has been inactive and a 
momentary dullness must be record- 
ed, due to the natural reaction that 
has taken place. The feeling has 
been very feverish and the manipula- 
tive strength that has buoyed it up so 
long is gradually leaving it, and as a 
consequence, this oil must soon finda 
basis on which to rest, most dealers ex- 
pressing 75c as that figure. At pres- 
ent 883@85c is the range named, ul- 
though most of the sales were based 
on the former price. 

Mustard Seed.--Steadiness is the 
great feature of this market. The de- 
mand for the past week has been about 
normal, with but little new inquiry, 
influenced apparently by the scarcity 
of stocks in first hands. Quotations 
have not fluctuated, however, but are 
maintained at 60@65c. 

Neatsfoot Oil.-There has been but 
little interest manifested in this oil 
during the past six days and quietness 
has ruled throughout. Stocks are not 
over plentiful, and what little th: re is 
is controlled by strong hands. Price3 
now ruling are 85@90c for prime, 75@ 
80c for No. 1, 65@70c for No. 2. 

Red Oils.—Saponified red is very 
duil and inactive, although 54%@6c is 
still the range maintained as to seller. 
The decline in prices has been due to 
the depression in lard and tallow, and 
is momentarily without demand. 
Elaine is quoted at 44c for carload 
lots and 48c for smaller quantities. 

Sperm Oll.—This oil at present is 
very dull and quiet and little or no 
trade other than that incidental 
to a week’s business has been 
transacted. From New Bedford we 
are informed that the market presents 
a very dull aspect, with no sales and 
the stock but 800 barrels. Values in 
the domestic market have been una- 
batedly held at former quotations. 

Tallow Oil.—This oil has gradually 
declined to 60c, at which figure it ap- 
parently rests. There is but little in- 
terest manifested in it, and as the de 
mand is very small, stocks are accu- 
—e and a still further decline 
may be looked for in the near future. 
Pressers, however, so it is said, are 
manufacturing but little of this oil, 
as they deem the risk too great and 
the margins of profit too small: 

Whale Oil.—There remains but lit- 
tle to be said about this oil. The New 
Bedford market is dull and entirely 
bare of stocks, and what little remains 
in the local market is held unabatedly 
by dealers at firm prices.

These figures show a net decrease 
of 15,189 bushels for the week, as 
against a gain of 16.246 for the same 
week of last year. As computed on 
this basis the visible supply is about 
33 6-10 per cent of what it was a year 
ago, or (in common fractions) about 
one-third. There have been inspected 
in during the period under review, 
only 187 cars, (127 of No. 1, 
9 of rejected and 1 _ billed 
through), as against 123 cars (120 No.1, 
5 of rejected and 3 of no grade) last 
week, Comparison as to the quality 
may be easily made. The proportion 
of lower grade seed received during 
the past six days has heen 5 9-10 per 
cent, as against 6 4-10 per cent las: 
week and 19-10 the week preceding. 
There is a prevalent impression here 
that we are pretty near the “‘tailings’”’ 
of the current crop year, the choicest 
seed being held at home for sowing 
purposes. The outward movement 
has fallen off. Inspections out for the 
period under review are officially re- 
ported as having been 19,607 bushels, 
all of No. 1, while 39,050 bushels have 
been either ‘“‘billed through” or sent 
on “not to be inspected,” making 
total withdrawals 58,657 bu. This as 
against 64,144 bu. (673 rejected and 
40,150 billed through last week. 
Neither in cash fiax nor futures have 
trade shown any marked activity 











during the period under review. An 
unsettled feeling prevailed, and bids 
were reduced. May fell from $1 15%@ 
114, while cash declined from 
$1 15%@1 14%, a shrinkage of 1%c in 
the former and 1c in the latter. This 
easy feeling prevailed for several 
days, cash declining to $1 13 and May 
to $1 12%.

1, and 4 cars of rejected—in all some 48 
cars. This as contrasted with report- 
ed sales of about 65 cars (3 of lower 
grades) last week. In addition, there 
were exchanged 10 cars ‘‘on track” 
for a like quantity of May seed, with- 
out premium. May has been the only 
speculative delivery dealt in. This 
option recovered to $1 15, the week’s 
range aaving been $1 12%@1 15, as 
compared with $1 15%@1 18% for the 
week | proncee 3 The reported vol- 
ume of business has aggregated 127,- 
000 bushels (exclusive of the exchange 
above n¢ ted) as against 137,000 bush- 
els last week. To-day’s market show: 
ed considerable firmness, Cash flax 
appreciated 1%c and May ranged 
fully 2c higher. Carriers re-entered 
the market, buying May delivery witb 
some freedom and being also the 
chief purchasers of cash seed. No.1 
cash on track opened at $1 15% and 
advanced to $1 16%, while May deliv- 
ery rose from $1 15 to $1 17%, the ses- 
sion closing with buyers at the out- 
side. $1 20 was bid for July and $1 21 
asked, and on Thursday sales were 
made of July at that figure. 

Oil Cake.—The market is in arather 
peculiar condition, which renders it 
difficult to quote. ‘'he export inquiry 
is on the whole quiet. Continental 
buyers are showing rather more in- 
terest, but from neither the continent 
nor the United Kingdom does there 
come any insistent inquiry. Sales 
are said to have been made on the 
basis cf $21 here. This, however, is 
lower than the market, which may be 
fairly quoted at about $21 60, but 
easy. The National Company reports 
limited sales at $22, but claims that 
this price is attributable to special 
brands and facility in locating. The 
tendency is toward an easier tone, 
and values are apt to decline before 
they appreciate. The combination 
mills report liberal sales of meal, and 
say that $24 is the lowest price which 
they will accept. No direct exports 
from this point are reported this week, 
and the Oollector reports 4,281,506 
pounds sent out since January 1, as 
against 11,363,734 pounds during the 
same period of 1892. 

Cotionseed Oil.—New sales are few 
and far between. There are free 
offerings, but buyers are chary. The 
range of purchasers is becoming more 
and more circumscribed as the weeks 
zo by. Some Texas oil was sold here 
this week at figures somewhat below 
nominal quotations. Its quality, it is 
said, was found to be inferior and the 
sale was declared ‘‘off’”’ by the buyer. 

Oleo Oil.—AdAvices from Rotterdam 
show a decided falling off in the vol- 
ume of sales, churners having seem- 
ingly supplied their pressing necessi- 
ties. Some holders manifested a keen 
anxiety to sell, and consumers de- 
clined to purchase on what they 
thought would prove a falling mar- 
ket. Reported sales have aggregated 
only 800 tierces, as against 10,000 last 
week. A little off quality extra sold 
at 65fl, and there were sales of one 
medium grade brand at 54fl. These 
comprised the entire transactions for 
the week.

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


SaTuRrDAy Noon. April 15. 1893. 

The course of the market during the 
past week has been disappointing to 
those who had hoped for improve- 
ment in trading, to those who had 
counted on a bearish report from the 
pipe lines, and to those who, when the 
pipe-lines reports were shown to be 
more favorable to holders, had hoped 
for an important effect on speculative 
market values. Quotations have av- 
eraged a trifle lower than last week 
and showed very little variation—in 
fact, there has been so littie trading 
that there was little opportun 
ity for fluctuations, and for 
severai days the changes were based 
entirely on the movement in the Oil 
City Exchange. There has been little 
in the news from the producing reg- 
fons to eucourage either bull or bear 
Operations, the production varying 
littte from day to day. The McDon 
ald fleld, however, bas given indica 
tious of recuperation, and the produc- 
tion has kept pretty steadily at 16,5v0 
bbis per day. As there are an in 
creased number of wells being 
drilled and new locations are daily 
being made, toe opeiators preler 
to await developments, and tu 
this is attributed the present 
dullness and tne _ steadiness of 
the market, Thus far this month 
the ruvs and _ deliveries shuw 
about the same difference as last 
month, and no gieat change in the 
Statistica: position .is ‘ouKked for, 
though an increased production is 
regarded as among the probabilities 
by many, and this would mean a bear- 
ish pipe line report for April.

REFINED AND PRODUCTS. 


The demand for refined for export 
has been active for the season, the 
engagements footing up about 120,000 
bbls, and the indications now point to 
a continuance of this activity, which 
has this year been unusually ex- 
tended. Accurate statistics of stocks 
in the principal English and Coati- 
nental markets are not obtainable, 
but. it is not believed that they are 
much, if any, larger than at this 
time last year. It is apparent that 
the consumption abroad has increased 
at a greater ratio than in previous 
years and that American oil fully re- 
tains its popularity, notwithstanding 
the lower cost of the Russian product 
and the extraordinary effurts made to 
place it in the hands of consumers. The 
price of baneled oil has been advanced 
to 5 65¢ for New York loading,65 50c for 
Baltimore loading, and 6°50c for 
Philadelphia loading. Bulk oil has 
also been advanced to 3°05c_ here, 
and at 3°00c at Philadelphia and 
Baltimore, The principal foreign 
murkets are steady. To-day’s quota- 
tions by cable were: Antwerp, 12%f, 
Bremen, 5°20m; London, 4% @4%d; 
and Liverpool, 44%@4%d._ Freight 
rates are steady at 128 4%d@Is 9d 
hence to London, and 1s 6d@3%s tc 
Continental ports, as to port and 
vessel.

Coconut Oil. 


Coconut oil is a product of the 
familiar coconut oil, or cocoanut as it 
is sometimes spelled, the fruit of the 
coca palm—cocos nucifera. 

The fruit of this palm is a very 
useful product. It is of large size, 
the outer portion consists of a fibrous 
mass which is made into ropes, mats 
and carpets. Inside this is the nut 
proper, consisting of a hard outer 
portion only useful as fuel. Inside 
this isa layer of pulpy matter of a 
white color, which is that portion of 
the fruit patronized by the young 
idea at fairtimes. The central por- 
tion of the nut is occupied by a milky 
fluid. The pulp is of a very oily 
nature, the proportion of oil usually 
averaging over 50 per cent. This 
pulp is dried by exposure to air, and 
in that condition is known as ‘co- 
prah,’”’ and js exported into this 
couotry in large quantities for the 

urpoee of extracting the oil out of it. 

he native method of extracting the 
oil consists in heating the pulp with 
water when the oil rises to the top 
and is collected. Another method 
commonly followed when inferior 
qualities of oil only are wanted is to 
heat the pulp with a little water so as 
to render the oil more fluid, and then 
to subject the mass to pressure in a 
rude kind of oil press, worked by 
oxen. In some places the pulp is 
dried and then grated by means of 
cutting machines, and this, after 
being mixed or heated with water is 
pressed, yielding a large quantity of 
a good quality of oil. 

Qocon v 191] comes into this country 
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from many places in South-Eastern 
Asia, the best is that from Ceylon. 
Cochin China oil ranks very close be- 
hind, Malabar oil is of very good 
quality, Manilla oil is good; some 
comes from Mauritius and the Fiji 
Isles. 

In this country coconut oil is pressed 
from coprah by the machinery which 
has been described under the heads 
of linseed and cottonseed oils, the 
only difference being that the opera- 
tion is carried out in either a warmer 
place or in heated presses. 

Cocoanut oil makes its appearance 
in this country in the form of a white 
but soft fat. In Asiatic countries it 
is a water white, rather limpid oil. 
It melts at from 20 to 25 deg, O. (68 to 
77 deg. F). its specific gravity_at 60 
deg. F. 18 0°931; at 212 deg. F. it is 

Its odor is epg = and char- 
acteristic, resembling that of the 
coconut, Itis liable to become ran- 
cid when its odor becomes more pro- 
nounced. 

1c is fairly easily saponified, and on 
that account itis much employed in 
the manufacture of soaps dy the cold 
process. It gives a white soap, pos- 
sessing good lathering properties, 
and one for reasons which will be 

ointed out presently works well in 
hard waters, or in waters which con- 
tain a good deal of saline matter in 
solution. It takes from 245 to 26 per 
cent, of caustic potash, or from 17°4 
to 187 per cent. of caustic soda to 
completely saponify coconut oil, a 
larger amount than is required for 
any other known fat. 

oconut oil is one of the most com- 
plex oils known as far as regards its 
chemical composition, the principal 
fatty acid present is lauric acid, 
HC,,.H,,0,; there is aleo present ca- 
proic acid, HC,H,,0,, capryllic acid, 
HC,H,,0.,, capric acid, HC,,H,,0,. 
These »cids are all soluble in water 
and are volatile when distilled:with 
steam or water. It is the presence of 
these lower soluble fat acids which 
cause coconut oil to require so much 
alkalito saponify it and toforma 
soap which works with hard water, 
for the lime salts of these fatty acids 
are, comparatively speaking, soluble 
ia water, and the alkali soaps are 
much more freely soluble in saline 
solutions than is the case with the 
alkali salts of oleic or stearic acids 
forexample. There is also present 
in coconut oil, stearic acid HO,,H,,0,, 
permite acid HC,,H,,0,, myristic acid 

C,,H;,0,, with smaller quantities of 
other acids of the same series; there 
is but comparatively small quantities 
of acids of the oleic series. Ofcourse 
it should be understood that in speak- 
ing of fatty acids in coconut oil, that 
these do not exist in it as free acids 
but in the form of cron. Lauric 
acid has a combining weight of 200. 
The combining of the fatty acids 
which can be extracted from coconut 
oil by saponifying and liberating the 
acids, with sulphuric acid, ranges 
from 196 to 204. When these fatty 
acids are distilied with water, the dis- 
tillate possesses an acid reaction due 
to the volatile or soluble acids com- 
ing over; the acidity from 100 parts 
of oil are equal to 0°78 to 0°83 of caus- 
tic potash. Butter and palm nut oil 
have a similar composition. 

Coconut oil has very little power of 
absorbing iodine or bromine, of the 
former it takes up 8'9 to 9 per cent.,of 
the latter 5°7 per cent. It yields from 
12to13 per cent. of glycerine, and 
from 94 to 96 per cent. ot fatty acids, 

In soap making, coconut oil is 
largely used for making white soft 
soap in conjunction with tallow, for 
making cold process soaps, for mak- 
ing marine and hard water soaps. 
When itis known that soap is going 
to be used in districts where hard wa- 
ter prevails it is a good policy to use 
a little of this oil in making the soap, 
for then a lather is more readilv ob- 
tained and there is not so much waste 
to soap by the action of lime in the 
water. 

Coconut oilis comparatively easily 
saponified, and will take a stronger 
alkali than any other fat, thus while 
with tallow a stronger alkali than 10° 
Tw. cannot be safely used with coco- 
nut oil, the lye may be 20° to 22° Tw. 
strong. Itis this feature of coconut 
oil that makes it so useful for cold 
process soaps. It also requires more 
salt, nearly twice as much, than does 
tallow or other oil soaps, to salt out. 

Coconut oil ig rarely adulterated, 
and then chiefly with animal fats 
greases, with solid vegetable fats and 
stearines. Any such adulteration 
would not be very difficult of detec- 
tion. The odor, alteration of saponi- 
fication value, reduction of the spe- 
cific gravity at 212° F., and reduction 
of the amount of volatile acids, will 
sufficeto detect such adulteration.—

with European products, which enter 
free. The United States government 
draws no benefit whatever from duty 
on either cream of tartar or tartaric 
acid, nota single kilogram of either 
of these articies having been imported 
since the new tariffs have been 
enforced. In former times small 
factories of cream of _ tarter 
were scattered all over the 
wine-producing districts of the 
south of France, but they have nearly 
all been closed up,the principal out- 
let for cream of tartar—the United 
States—having been lost and the 
whole consumption in the United 
States having since been supplied by 
the four or five large works in New 
York, Jersey City and Philadelphia. 
viz.: Powers & Weightman, Philadel- 
hia (tartaric acid); the Tartar Chem- 
cal Company, Jersey City (cream of 
tartar and tartaric acid); the Union 
Chemical Works, New York (cream of 
tartar and tartaric acid); Charles 
Pfizer & Co., New York (cream of 
tartar and tartaric acid). 

These parties, and some others 
which may not be present to our 
mind, control the American market, 
aud their long experience concerning 
the manufacture of cream of tartar 
and tartaric acid is such that they 
need no more help or advice from 
abroad. The total exportation of 
argols (crude) and lees from this cvn- 
suiate to the United States for the 
year ending June 3%, 1892, was $100,- 
000. 


MR. ARTHUR P. HAYNE’S REPORT. 
{Inclosure 1 in Consul Trail’s report.] 
MontTPELIER, Aug. 10, 1892. 


In reply to your letter of the 6th, 
allow me tu present the following ex- 
tracts from my notes, which I think 
will be amply sufficient to enable you 
to answer the questions of the Cali. 
fornia State viticultural com» ission. 

The most valuable by-product of 
vinification is the tartar that is de- 
posited immediately after tumultu- 
ous fermentation ceases. The name 
“cream of tartar’’ is generally given 
to the acid tartrate of potash, or bi- 
tartrate of potash, whicb has the gen- 
eral formula C,H,KO,,. It is also acid, 
and its acidity has ior an equivalent 
188, corresponding to 76 of free tar 
taric acid or 49 of monohydrate sul 
phuric acid (SO,4). Tt can also fix an 
equivalent of potash, giving neuter 
tartrate of potash (C,H,K,O,,). It 
fixea, also, an equivalent of soda, 
giving a purgative salt (seignette)— 
O,8,KNa0,,+8 HO. 

Bunging together saturated solu- 
tions of bitartrate of potash and sul- 
phate of lime (plaster, gypsum, etc.,) 


always keeping in suspension an ex- | 
cess of these salts, there will be 
formed, by double devomposition, | 
free tartaric acid, sulphate of potash, | 
and neuter tartrate of potash, or this | 
last salt, bitartrate of potash | 
and acid sulphate of potash, (bitar- 
trate). This is one of the chief reac- 
tions that take place in “ plastering” 
tye vintage, 

By calcination the bitartrate of 
potash carbonizes, disengaging a, 
a characteristic odor of scorched |

bread, afterwerds leaving a residue | 


of carbon and carbonate of potassium. 
rhis salt is only slightly soluble, es- 
pecially in alcohol. It forms when- 
ever tartaric acid is added to a potas- 
sium salt. It is due to this that in 
many wines which contain potash 
combined with other organic acids 
(milic, etc.) tartaric acid produces a 
precipitate of cream of tartar. Its 
solubility is very feeble, but is greater 
in water than in alcohol; it aug- 
ments with the temperature, and is 
nulin alcohol at or above 9v° proof. 

Acids, such as malic acid, or the 
acid salts, as the bisuphate, always 
augment the solubility, 

he ordinary bitartrate of potash of 
commerce comes from the purifica- 
tion of the impure tartrates and the 
lees that the vigneron collects after 
the vintage. In Eurupe these supply 
him with no contemptible revenues. 

It is eT estimated that, 100 
kilograms of unfermented grapes con- 
tain about 900 grams of tartar, dis- 
tributed as follows: The must, 80 
liters,.will dissolve, at a temperature 
of 20°C , 400 grams. i. e., 5 grams per 
liter; the rest, about 400 or 600 grams, 
is in the form of crystals undissolved 
in the must orinsuspension. By fer- 
mentation the must becomes alco 
holic; and the bitartrate, becoming 
less soluble, partially separates, and 
whenever the temperature falls the 
separation becomes more abundant. 

One hectcliter of wine of 10 per cent. 
alcohol, at a temperatnre of 1u°C., 
does.not contain more than from 200 to 
300 grams of tartar, while it contained 
doubie this amount before the must 
was fermented. This quantity dim- 
inishes with the alcoholicity cf the 
wine. Other things equal, it aug- 
meats with the acidity of the wine. 

One of the most striking effects of 
the diseases of wine (such as 

‘tourne,”’ **pousse,”’ etc.), is the com- 

plete disappearance of the tartar, it 
being transformed by the special 
ferments into lactic acid, butyric 
acid, carbonic acid, etc. In some 
cases these bacteria attack the crys- 
tals on the walls of the tanks or thuse 
tuat have fallen to the bottom with 
the lees. In this case the vigneron 
tells you that the wine has “eaten its 
lees.”’ 

If, after the first fermentation, the 
wine be drawn off while still warm. 
the salt in excess (i. e., excess of 200 
to 300 grams per hectoliter), there 
will be a much greater deposit on the 
staves of the casks into which it is 





























run than would have taken place had 
the wine been allowed to assume the 
temperature of the surrounding air. 
In the case of wine resting a long 
time before the first drawing off the 
most important deposit of tartar is in 
the fermenting tank. 

It is interesting here to note that 


the thickness of the crystalline de- | 


posit on the sides, bottom, and top of 
the barrel is always uniform. 

The best and purest tartar is taken 
from the interior of the cask, while 
that which falls to the bottom, mixed 
with the lees, is of comparatively 
little value: First, because there is 
very little of it, second, because it 
cost more to extract it from the 
greater mass of impurities in which 
it gets mixed. 


If the new wine is kept in cement 


or glass-lined tanks (very common in 


Italy, Spain and part of 


greater. , 
well-washed wooden sticks were sus- 


pended in the large tanks, in order 


to facilitate the deposit of pure tar- 


tar; thus avoiding the loss of price

It is, then, the wooden vessels that 
are best suited for the depositing of 
The barrel staves coming 
from Burgundy are the best suited 
for this purpose, as they are rougher 
and afford more points than those of 


tartar.

Some wine-growers go so far as to 
maintain that itis better to buy the 
inferior French oak, in spite of its 
tendency to crack.

make great economies. 
In the south of France (the most im 


portant center for the manutfature of 


cream of tartar, etc.), it is generally 


admitted that the amouut of tartar 


tuken from the interiur of the tanks 
is from to 200 grams for each hecto- 
liter of capacity annually. ‘This, at 
the cate of 1 20 francs per kilogram, 
largely pays the interest on the coup- 
erage aud is one of the Many reasous 
that decide the southern wine-grow- 
e1s to abandon the old cement vats. 
The harcvest of tartar (detartrage) 
takes place yearly if the incrustation 
is sufficiently thick, It can be done 
atail times of the year. The only 
governing principle is convenience 
So soon asthe tanks are empty the 
vigneron notities some one of the 
men who make this their profession. 
These are the middlemen. They buy 
it from ti 6 vigneron, attending to the 
work of detaching the crystais them- 
selves. Itis avery wise precaution, 
however. for the proprietor to wath 
the workmen, fur sometimes they 
take off as much barrel stave as tartar 
The instrument used is a sharp adz.

known under various names—gravel,

I have seen cases where 


“crude red crystals of tartar,” or 
“white,’’ as the case may be. 

This crude tartar, besides the bitar- 
trate of potash, contains tartrate of 
lime and other impurities, such as 
silica, iron, etc., organic matters, 
such as coloring matter, etc. The 
tartar in plastered wines is much less 
rich in tartrate of potash than in non- 
plastered wine, while the tartrate of 
lime is much greator. 


The richness of tartars varies from 
40 to 80 per cent, in pure salt of pot- 
ash, and as a mean from 60 to 60 per 
cent. The tartrate of lime varies 
from 3 to 8 per cent 


Tartar of the alembic results from 
the distillation of the residues of the 
wiue press. It is safe to say that this 
residue of stems, skins, etc., still con- 
tains 2 or 3 kilograms of tartar to 
each 100 kilograms of residue after 
pressing *‘pomace,”” If this pomace 
is directly distilled and the operation 
once finished, you let it macerate for 
several momentsin boiling water to 
saturate the vipnasse well. If this 
saturation is incomplete, you add 
more pomace and continue the mace- 
ration. You then draw off the hot 
solution and run it into barrels, ete., 
in which you have put shavings, 
sticks, etc. On cooling the tartar de- 
posits as in tne other case. There is 
no tixed rule for this. each persun 
having a pian of his own. In this 
way oue can get from 100 kilograms 
of pomace, 1 or 2 kilograms of tartar 
which, at 2 francs per kilogram, rep- 
resents a sum ot from 2 to 4 frances 
per 100 kilograms of pomace. 

Tartar of lees is extracted from the 
dregs after the firet racking off. If 
they are dry, you saturate with boil- 
ing water, using a copper vessel c n- 
tainiug 60 or 60 liters, The pvint of 
Saturation is readily seen from a film 
which forms on the top. 

In order to obtain colorless crys- 
tals—and more especially pure—from 
the crude tartar roughly collected, 
special establishments are necessary, 
Tue c.st of a cream of tartar refinery 
capabie of turning out 500 kilograms 
perday is ab-ut $20,000, and will 
furniso work for ten men all through 
the year. For extracting tartaric 
acid from the tartar the iustillation 
is far larger and more complicated. 


To turn out 600 kilograms per day 
of tartaric acid requires an outlay of 
$100,000, and will keep twenty men 
busy. The two products are 8u close- 
ly allied that it is usual for every es- 
tublishment to make both cream of 
tartar and tartaric acid. For sucha 
combination one engine of 60 horse 
power will serve. 

The refining of cream of tartar is a 
very simple affair, indeed, while the 
mauufacture of tartaric acid is very 


complicated. ‘The establisiuments dil- 


fer very much, but the best seen in 
France, Italy, and Spain are some- 


what after this fashion:

General trade continues to be com- 
paratively quiet the bulk of the tran- 
sactions reported, being in. smali job- 
bing lots. Quinine is active but 
opium is very quiet and the tendency 
has seemed to be in buyers’favor until 
to-day. Shellac has been in more de- 
mand, and prices are a_ shade 
higher, but in the case of nearly 
all the other important §sta- 
ples there is very little of real 
interest to report. The continued 
depression in trade gives an easy 
tone to the market as a whole, but 
actual changes in prices have been 
comparatively few, as shown by the 
following tables:

The market has been quiet during 
the week and somewhat unsettled, 
but toward the close a firmer feeling 
was developed. Buyers have as a 
rule confined their purchases to 1 to5 
case lots, as they have been looking 
for concessions in their favor, These 
expectations have to a certain extent 
been warranted by the fact,that while 
most holders decline to shade $3, and 
some refused to entertain bids under 
$3 25, sellers of stock spot and to ar- 
rive, nearby, have, in several instances, 
accepted $290. This morning, how- 
ever, $305 seemed to be the inside 
quotation, news from Smyrna late 
yesterday, being of acharacterto war- 
rent the expectation of an early ad- 
vance there and here. 

Quinine. 

For the favorite brand second hands 
now decline to shade the manufactur- 
ers’ price of 20c, although they have 
been frequently approached with bids 
of 19%@19%¢e for lots of 5,000@10,000 
ozs. Other brands are offered and 
sold at19%@19%c. Within the past 
few days the interest of buyers has 
been reawakened, particularly since 
Thursday evening when cables re- 
ceived here announced sales in Lon- 
don at 9%d. All told the sales for 
the week, of foreign brands from sec- 
ond hands, aggregate over 100,000 ozs 
at 19%@19%c. The American manu- 
facturers aiso have had a good de- 
mand for their brands. The inquiry 
is largely from consumers, but within 
the past day or two more speculative 
interest has been manifested. The 
impression has gone abroad in the 
market that the manufacturers con- 
template making an advance to-day, 
but up the hour of going to press no 
official confirmation of this report 
had been received.

eral months ago for the account of 
speculative operators and  con- 
sumers in_ this country are 
not expected to have any influence 
upon this market, in view of the 
generally accepted statement that 
the stock in second hands here is re- 
duced to exceedingly small pro- 
portions. Those to whom it comes 
are not likely to sacrifice it in the face 
of the prospect of an early advance in 
spot quotations. 


Miscellaneous. 


Alcohol.—There are rumors that the 
Whiskey Trust may find it necessary 
to advance prices in order to replen- 
ish its depleted treasury, but on the 
other haud the outside competition is 
said to have grown so strong that the 
trust will find it a very difficult mat- 
ter to push prices above the present 
limits. Among consumers there seems 
to be an impression that prices will 
decline before there is an improve- 
ment, and they are therefore disposed 
to regulate their purchases in the 
meantime with strict reference to 
actual requirements. Prices at the 
close were steady at $2 24@2 28, less 
the usual rebate. 

Wood Alcohol.—The consumlng de- 
mand is fairly active but the market 
lacks features of special interest. We 
continue to quote.$1 40 for extra re- 
fined, 9596; $145 for special refined 
97%, and $1 50@1 60 for purified as to 
quantity and quality. 

Borax.— There is nothing new 
to be reported. The demand is 
fair and prices ure maintained at 8% 
@8%e for city refined, 84%@8% for 
California refined, and 7%@s8¥% for 
concentrated, as to the quantity 
wanted. 

Prussiate of Potash— As we goto 
press the prices of foreign prussiate 
of potash has declined to 214%&22%c. 
This takes effect to-day. 

Chloral Hydrate.—Buyers are still 
looking for the decline in prices which 
they had every reason to believe 
would be made when the decision of 
the U. S. Circuit Court was an- 
nounced. Importers have as yet 
given no intimation that they pro- 
oe to reduce prices. There have 

een no importations since the de- 
cision above referred to was made, 
and consequently it is unknown what 
action the Board of Appraisers will 
take, 

Balm of Gilead Buds.—The high 
prices that have been due to extreme 
scarcity have given place to a lower 
range of values which results from 
freer offerings. and buyers are now 
able to supply their wants at 25@30c 
in the country though holders here 
want 45c, 

Cod Liver Oil.—The low priced stock 
that has been offered with depressing 
effect seems to have been partly 
cleaned up. It is understood that it 
was old oil and that part of it was be- 
lieved to be adulterated. Some of it 
sold as low as $1775, though the 
average asking price was $18@18 50. 
For prime oil of the 1892 crop $19 is 
said to be an inside quotation, and 
we hear of sales of 50 barrels at that

Medicinal Soaps in Powder Form. 


Dr. G. J. Eichhoff, who is a well 
known authority on medicinal soaps, 
recommends, in a recent issue of the 
Therapeut Monatshefte,the use of such 
soaps in powder form as being both 
handier and more economical than 
the tablet shapes and permitting the 
administration of the medicament in 
exact doses. The prescribed quantity 
of the soap powder should be taken 
in the hand, slightly moistened, and 
rubbed into a lather between the 
hands, The most effective action is 
obtained by allowing the lather todry 
into the skin under a waterproof cover. 
For a salicylic soap, 5 per cent. of 
salicylic acid and 95 per cent. of soap 
powder should be made into a neutral 
or superfatted powder. An alkaline 
form is not desirable, as in it the acid 
combines with the excess of soda or 
potash. If necessary 5 per cent. of

resorcin or sulphur may be added. A 
suitable balsam of Peru soap is -ob- 
tained by incorporating 10 per cent. 
of the drug with 90 per cent. of soap 
powder, and adding, if necessary, 2 
per cent. of camphor and 5 per cent. 
of sulphur. he other medicinal 
soaps recommended by Dr. Eichhoff 
comprise 2 per cent. admixtures of 
aristol,sulphate of quinine, europhen, 
iodine, sublimate (with 1 per cent. 
chloride of sodium), and thymol;3 per 
per cent. of benzoin, iodoform, and 
iodol; 5 per cent. of borax, camphor, 
menthol, naphthalin, 8B-naphthol, 
naphthol and sulphur, _ pyrogallol, 
salol, tannic acid, and thiol; 10 per 
cent. of chloride of lime, chrysarobin, 
or sulphur; and 20 per cent. of 
pumice.

Natural and Artificial Cements in 


Canada. 
BY H. PEARETH BRUMELL. 

In the last report of the U.S. Geo- 
logical Survey on the mineral resour- 
ces of the United States, and under 
the heading of cement, particular 
stress is laid upon the fact that there 
has recently been discovered in Cali- 
fornia an extensive deposit of natural 
cement rock, and the fact of its im- 
portance to the state is spoken of at 
length. The knowledge that a good, 
yet cheap, cement is of importance to 
any district has led the writer to pre« 
pare the following brief statement re- 
garding cements in Canada: 


We have in this country a practi- 
cally iliimitable store of m. terials ap- 
plicable to the manufacture of natur- 
al and artificial hydraulic cements, 
of both of which we arenow produc- 
ing a considerable quantity, the pro- 
duction for 1891 heing about 93,473 
barrels of all kinds. Of this, howev- 
er, the greater part was of natural ce- 
ment, and the total production alto- 
gether thet of the provinces of Onta- 
rio and Quebec. 

Over a considerable portion of the 
Dominion are to be found thea follow- 
ing materials, which are or may be 
used in the manufacture of cement: 
Argillaceous and pure limestones, 
magnesiaa limestone, marl aud clay 
Of the limestones, probably the best 
known in Ontario is that constituting 
a band about eight feet thick and of 
Niagara age. This.band is quarried 
along its exposure on the Niagara es- 
carpment between Thorvuld and St. 
David in Lincoln county, and consists 
of a bluish gray argillaceous lime- 
stone overlying biack bituminous 
shales. Again at Limehouse in Hol- 
ton county, the Niagara affords a 
good cement rock, The baud here ig 
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illustrate their geographical and geo- 
logical distribution. 

For the making of Portland cement. 
suitable clays and marls or limestones 
are found at many places in that jux- 
taposition necessary for economical 
and profitable working, mention will 
therefore be made only of those 
points whereat works are situated. 

hese are. Hull and Pt. Claire, in 
Quebec; Napanee Mills, Maribank 
aod Ocorn Sound, in Ontario. At 
Hull, Pointe Olare and Nananee 
Mills clay and limestone are used, 
while at Maribank and Ocorn Sound 
the cement is produced from clay and 
marl, which occur in quantity and of 
singular purity. Of the materials 
wherefrom the Ocorn Sound cement 
is produced the following analyses 
are available:

2. Toe Lamp,
